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FOREWORD 


This booklet provides highlights of Ontario’s foreign trade 
in 1984. 


International commerce makes a vital contribution to 
Ontario’s economic performance and well-being, helping to 
employ over one million individuals across the Province. 


In 1984, Ontario’s sales abroad were worth a record $55.2 
billion, up from $41.7 billion in the preceding year. The 
section which follows examines some of the factors under- 
lying this substantial improvement in Ontario’s trade 
performance. 


The statistical tables in the second part of the publica- 
tion describe in quantitative terms the magnitude of two- 
-way trade between Ontario and more than 150 nations around 
the world. 


Except where indicated, all tables have been compiled from 
data furnished by Statistics Canada. The terms Ontario 
exports and Ontario imports, used in various places 
throughout the book, are based on the concepts described 
below: 


Ontario Exports--Canadian exports (including re- 
-exports) reported with Ontario as the Province of 
origin or lading. 


Ontario Imports--Canadian imports reported with 
Ontario as the Province of clearance.

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TRADE DEVELOPMENTS, 1984 


I. THE WORLD 


On the whole, 1984 was a good year for 
exporters and the world economy. The 
value of international trade rose by 6 
1/2 per cent. This increase, the first 
in three years, brought the level of 
global merchandise commerce to just 
under US$2 trillion annually. 


The upturn in world trade during the 
course of 1984 reflected a continuation 
of the improvement in international 
business conditions which began during 
the latter part of 1982. 


Despite intense protectionist pressures 
in many countries, world trade expanded 
at twice the pace of industrial activ- 
ity in 1984. Chart I traces the expan- 
sion of world trade during the 1970’s. 
The recent severe economic slowdown 
resulted in a decline of approximately 
10 per cent in the value of internation- 
al commerce between 1980 and 1983. 


Accelerated United States GNP growth 
and positive economic developments else- 
where provided Ontario-based companies 
with concrete opportunities to expand 
their exports of products and services 
in 1984. Efforts along these lines 
were aided by an improvement in 
Canada’s international competitive 
position. 


United States imports rose to $341 
billion in 1984. Most regional mar- 
kets, including areas of particular 
importance to Ontario firms such as the 
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Great Lakes states, benefited from the 
upturn in the national economy during 
the course of the year. 


The American dollar continued to face 
strong upward pressure on exchange 
markets as a result of the financing 
requirements associated with the fed- 
eral budget deficit. The high value of 
the dollar, which encouraged imports 
and hindered sales of American products 
abroad, resulted in a dramatic rise in 
the United States merchandise trade 
deficit. This climbed to the unprece- 
dented level of US$123 billion in 1984. 


Although the upturn in economic acti- 
vity was more pronounced in the United 
States than elsewhere, other countries 
generally participated in the improve- 
ment in global economic conditions 
during the course of 1984. 


Western Europe’s imports rose by 2 per 
cent to reach a value of US$731 billion 


in 1984. Among the major industrial 
countries of the region, Germany fared 
the best in economic terms. Real GDP 
increased by 2.6 per cent from the 
preceding year. 


The French economy expanded by 1.8 per 
cent in 1984. Real economic output in 
the U.K. registered a year-over-year 
gain of 1.6 per cent, aided by the 
strong expansion of activity in the 
services sector. 


Japan’s purchases from abroad rose to 
US$136 billion in 1984, 7.9 per cent 
more than in the preceding year. Des- 
pite this increase, Japan’s trade sur- 
plus grew to a record level of $33 
billion in 1984. As a leading force in 
international markets, Japan surpassed 
West Germany to become the world’s 
leading seller of manufactured goods 
during the year. 


The growth in importance of the Pacific 
Rim nations in trade and economic terms 
was reflected in a number of other 
developments during the course of 
1984. During the year, the value of 
trade traversing the Pacific Ocean 
exceeded that crossing the Atlantic. 


The two-way trade of the newly indus- 
trialized nations of Southeast Asia, 
which increased by 11 per cent on a 
year-over-year basis, showed signs of 
continuing strength. 


Reflecting the implementation of poli- 
cies designed to spur economic develop- 
ment through a greater reliance on 
market forces, China’s trade grew 
substantially in 1984. During the 
year, Chinese imports totalled US$55 


billion. This was approximately 26 per 
cent higher than in 1983. 


While the Pacific Rim experienced a 
substantial expansion in business activ- 
ity, economic conditions were not as 
positive or favourable in all regions 
of the world in 1984. 


Weak oil and commodity markets coupled 
with adverse climatological develop- 
ments dampened economic prospects in 
the Middle East and Africa. 


Heavy foreign debts and attendant 
restrictive demand management policies 
continued to constrain the prospects 
for a rapid resurgence of economic 
growth throughout most of Latin America 
in 1984. 


Chart II breaks down the composition of 
world commerce. As it indicates, 
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manufactured products commerce has 
accounted for slightly over half of the 
value of world trade in recent years. 
Transactions in energy, unprocessed 
resource products and foodstuffs make 
up the balance of the value of goods 
traded internationally. 


Stronger demand for manufactured pro- 
ducts accounted for most of the sub- 
stantial increase in the value of 
global commerce between 1983 and 1984. 
The volume of manufactured products 
exported by the industrial countries 
rose by 12 per cent between the two 
years. Exports of manufactures by the 
developing nations, which grew by 14 
per cent over the same time period, 
also increased. 


World exports and imports of automotive 
products rose by 10 per cent in 1984. 
The expansion of trade in motor vehi- 
cles largely reflected the strong post- 
-recession recovery of the new car mar- 
ket in North America. Japan and the 
advanced developing countries continued 
to capitalize on the increased global 
orientation of the car industry. Their 
share of world vehicle production rose 
to 27 per cent in 1984, compared with a 
mere 2 per cent in 1960. 


A sharp increase in international ship- 
ments of electronic equipment and compo- 
nents also helped to stimulate the val- 
ue of international trade between 1983 
and 1984. Two-way commerce in elec- 
tronic products grew by 25 per cent. 
The increase exhibited by trade in this 
field was twice as strong as in the 
case of manufactured goods, taken as a 
whole. 


World trade in mineral and agricultural 
products rose in value between 1983 and 
1984. The upswing, however, was only 
half as robust as the expansion of 
trade in manufactured goods. Stronger 
U.S. housing demand provided a stimulus 
for forestry producers in Ontario and 
other parts of Canada during the year. 


Metals markets exhibited positive al- 
though limited signs of recovery in 
1984 from the severe negative influence 
of the recent recession. Improved auto- 
motive demand and an upturn in invest- 
ment activity helped stimulate the 
demand for steel in major foreign 
markets, such as the United States. 
Serious international overcapacity and 
low prices, however, continued to 
cConstwaitwethe: profitability sof 
Ontario’s key non-ferrous metals 
producers during 1984. 


Despite the persistence of trade ten- 
sions, 1984 provided a conducive envi- 
ronment in a number of respects for the 
expansion of international commerce and 
the enhancement of Ontario’s trade and 
commercial linkages with other parts of 
the world. 


Stronger economic growth was accompan- 
ied by the further abatement of infla- 
tionary pressures. Prices rose at an 
average rate of 5 per cent in the indus- 
trialized countries in 1984. This re- 
presents a distinct improvement from 
the double-digit inflation levels which 
most major trading countries exper- 
ienced during the early 1980’s. 


Borrowing and credit costs also edged 


downwards, although real interest rates 
remained high--at least in comparison 
with historical levels. 


Employment remained an area of less 
than satisfactory performance in many 
countries, however. High jobless rates 
represent a source of continuing pro- 
tectionist sentiment which was clearly 
in evidence in a number of Ontario’s 
key export markets in 1984. 


II. CANADA 


For the second successive year, 
Canada’s exports rose sharply in 1984, 
as indicated by Chart III. Sales of 
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Canadian products abroad were worth 
$112 billion during the year. This 
represented a 24 per cent increase from 
1983 when the value of Canada’s exports 
amounted to $91 billion. 


The United States substantially rein- 
forced its position as Canada’s leading 
foreign customer in 1984. Exports of 
Canadian products to the United States 
were valued at $85 billion, up 28 per 
cent from the level of the preceding 
year. 


Over 76 per cent of Canada’s exports 
were destined to United States in 
1984. This represented an increase 
from 1983, when the United States 
accounted for 73 per cent of Canada’s 
sales to foreign countries. 


Despite the handicap of the high value 
of Canada’s dollar relative to the ma- 
jor currencies of the region, Canadian 
exporters were able to make headway in 
expanding their sales to Western Europe 
in 1984, Exports to Western Europe 
amounted to $8.3 billion, up from $7.8 
billion in the preceding twelve-month 
period. 


Sales of Canadian goods to Japan, which 
totalled $5.7 billion, gained 19 per 
cent in value in 1984 on a year-to-year 
basis. 


A wide range of Canadian industries 
were able to capitalize successfully on 
the upturn in the international econom- 
ic environment in 1984. Exports of 
transportation equipment increased by 
34 per cent. 


The expansion of exports in the auto- 
motive area was associated with a fur- 
ther improvement in Canada’s bilateral 
automotive trade balance with the 
United States. Although the parts sec- 
tor remained in deficit, the combined 
trade surplus for assembled vehicles 


and parts hit a record $6.3 billion 
during the course of 1984. 


Shipments to other countries of iron 
and steel, industrial machinery, lum- 
ber, chemicals and food products also 
increased significantly from 1983 
levels. 


Paralleling the strong growth of ex- 
ports, the value of goods purchased 
from abroad by Canadians rose appre- 
ciably in 1985. Canada’s merchandise 
imports amounted to $95.8 billion, an 
increase from $75.6 billion in 1983. 


Despite higher outlays for imported 
products and services, Canada’s 
merchandise trade balance improved 
noticeably in 1984. Exports exceeded 
imports by $16.7 billion. In 1983, 
Canada’s trade surplus amounted to 
$15.4 billion. 


Sales of agricultural commodities and 
resource products to other countries 
continued to be largely responsible for 
Canada’s positive trade position, how- 
ever. Canada’s imports of fully manu- 
factured products exceeded her exports 
by $15.7 billion in 1984. 


III. ONTARIO 


A) OVERVIEW 


Ontario’s sales abroad increased by an 
unprecedented 32 per cent in 1984. 
This sharp rise brought the value of 
Ontario’s exports to a record $55.2 
billion, compared with $41.7 billion in 
1983. 


Chart IV, below, traces the expansion 
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of Ontario’s exports and imports over 
the past fifteen years. 
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Substantially higher shipments to 
points outside Canada of automobiles, 
industrial machinery and a wide range 
of other products provided a powerful 
boost to Ontario’s economy in 1984. 
The impetus provided by the upsurge in 
export sales was a primary factor un- 
derlying the strong acceleration in 
provincial GPP in 1984. Provincial 
output rose by 6.5 per cent in real 
terms, the most pronounced year-over- 
-year increase since 1972. 


The strong pace of expansion of 
Ontario’s exports in 1984 exceeded the 
trade performance of virtually every 


other major industrial jurisdiction. 
This development further reinforced 
Ontario’s already high level of depen- 
dence on the world marketplace. 


Chart V compares the value of Ontario’s

exports relative to its population base 
with Canada as a whole and with a num- 
ber of other jurisdictions. In 1984, 
Ontario’s exports, expressed in 
Canadian dollars, exceeded $6,000 per 
capita. The comparable figure for 
Japan was only $1,835. 


Higher levels of disposable income 
coupled with stronger investment 
outlays resulted in an increase in 
demand for foreign-made products in 
1984. Ontario’s merchandise imports 
amounted to $59.6 billion, a sharp 31 
per cent rise from the preceding year 
When the value of Ontario’s imports 


amounted to $45.6 billion. 


The increased level of spending on 
imported goods resulted in a deter- 
ioration in the provincial trade 
balance. Imports exceeded exports by 
$4.4 billion in 1984. This was higher 
than the $3.9 billion trade deficit 
which Ontario incurred in 1983. 


As in previous years, Ontario’s nega- 
tive overall trade balance continued to 
be largely the result of a deficit in 
fully manufactured goods commerce.  Im- 
ports of fully manufactured goods out- 
paced sales abroad by $4.8 billion. 


Chart VI indicates that, while Ontario 
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B) EXPORTS 


Stronger demand for durable goods in 
the United States, improved conditions 
in key offshore markets such as Western 
Europe, and the effective marketing ef- 
forts of Ontario firms contributed to a 
substantial increase in Ontario’s ex- 
ports in 1984. Sales of Ontario goods 
to other countries totalled $55.2 bil- 
lion, a record-breaking 32 per cent 
increase from 1983. 


The value of Ontario’s exports in 1984 
was over seven times the value of the 
Ontario’s sales abroad in 1970. 


Chart VII breaks down Ontario’s exports 
by geographic destination.

The United States reinforced its posi- 
tion as Ontario’s leading export market 
in 1984. Approximately 90 per cent of 
all Ontario exports during the course 
of the year were to customers located 
in the United States. 


The greater orientation of Ontario’s 
trade to the United States reflects a 
number of factors. One such factor is 
the recent comparatively strong growth 
experienced by the American economy, in 
relation to other countries. The value 
of Canada’s dollar has also inhibited 
efforts by some companies to expand 
their overseas sales, contributing to a 
higher degree of dependence on the 
United States market. 


Four per cent of Ontario exports were 
destined for the ten member nations of 
the EEC in 1984. The developing coun- 
tries and Japan accounted for over 5 
and just under one per cent, respective- 
ly, of Ontario’s sales abroad. 


Chart VIII lists Ontario’s ten top

markets, based on the value of 
provincial exports. 


A broad range of Ontario industrial 
sectors benefited from the expansion in 
Ontario’s sales to other countries in 
1984. 


Exports of motor vehicles and parts 
increased to $27.8 billion. The upturn 
in the vehicles sector largely reflec- 
ted the strength exhibited by demand 
and production in the automotive sector 
in the United States. The competitive 
advantage provided by the exchange rate 
helped contribute to increased sourcing 
from Ontario-based parts suppliers. 


The exports of a number of other key 
Ontario industries rose substantially 
during 1984. Exports of communications 
equipment increased by 39 per cent, 
rising to $1.2 billion. Sales to other 
countries of office and store machinery 
were valued at $1.4 billion, a gain of 
36 per cent from 1983. Exports of pulp 
and paper and industrial machinery also 
increased appreciably in value. 


The sections which follow provide a 
general overview of the performance of 
Ontario’s exports to a number of key 
world regions in 1984: 


United States 


Exports to the United States climbed 
sharply, reaching a value of $49.6 
billion during the course of 1984. 
This was 34 per cent higher than in the 
preceding year. Expanded sales to the 
United States accounted for 94 per cent 
of the overall rise in Ontario’s ex- 
ports between 1983 and 1984. 


Buoyant investment spending coupled 
with higher demand for consumer dur- 
ables, particularly automobiles 
contributed heavily to the strong 
year-over-year growth of Ontario’s 
export sales to the United States.. 


Shipments of automotive products, 
Ontario’s top-ranked export, increased 
from $19.3 > bill lon in 19sa- to. $277.) 
billion in 1984. 


Exports of precious metals increased by 
24 per cent to $1.8 billion while ex- 
ports of paper, the value of which 
amounted to $1.3 billion, were 19 per 
cent higher than in 1983. 


Shipments from Ontario to the United 
States of telecommunications products 
and office equipment increased substan- 
tially. Exports of the latter rose by 
3Spernncent. Inwvalue torsiel billion. 
Sales of commercial telecommunications 
equipment were worth $567 million, a 
striking 59 per cent increase from 
1983. 


Slightly more than half of Ontario’s 
exports to the United States in 1984 
were destined for the East North 
Central states, which border the Great 
Lakes. The Mid-Atlantic states, with 
imports from Ontario totalling $11.7 
billion, formed the second most 


important regional market for Ontario 
products. 


Between 1983 and 1984, Ontario’s ex- 
ports to the Mid-Atlantic grew faster 
than sales to any other region, increas- 
ing by 59 per cent between the two 
years. 


Western Europe 


The Western European nations accounted 
for 4 per cent of Ontario’s exports in 
1984. Collectively, the countries of 
Western Europe constitute Ontario’s 
second most important market abroad. 
Exports from Ontario to Western Europe 
amounted to $2.4 billion in 1984, an 
increase of 22 per cent over the preced- 
ing year. The expansion followed a 
decline in Ontario sales to the area in 
1983. 


The United Kingdom retained its posi- 
tion as Ontario’s leading market in 
Western Europe in 1984. Exports of 
Ontario products amounted to $871 
million, 25 per cent higher than in 
1983. 


Ontario’s other leading markets and the 
value of export sales in 1984 were West 
Germany ($376 million), the Netherlands 
($322 million), Belgium-Luxembourg 
($179 million) and France ($127 mil- 
lion). With the exception of Iceland 
and Norway, exports from Ontario to all 
countries in Western Europe increased 
between 1983 and 1984. 


The leading products exported from 
Ontario to Western Europe in 1984 were 
unrefined nickel, office machinery, 


precious metals, commercial telecom- 
munications equipment and copper. 


Exports of nickel, which increased by 
55 per cent to $253° mil itony rese 
strongly in value. Office machinery 
exports were worth $143 million, a 73 
per cent increase from 1983; sales to 
Western Europe of commercial telecommun- 
ications equipment climbed by 36 per 
cent to $128 million. 


Ontario’s top ranked agricultural 
export to Western Europe was tobacco. 
Shipments from Ontario to Western 
Europe of tobacco were worth $65 
million in 1984. 


Asia 


Asia is an increasingly important mar- 
ket for products from Ontario. Sales 
to the region totalled $1 billion in 
1984. Although substantial, this was 
considerably less than the value of 
Ontario’s imports from the region, 
which approached $4 billion over the 
same period. 


Ontario’s leading markets in Asia, 
based on their 1984 imports, were Japan 
($427 million), Hong Kong ($99 million) 
and Indonesia ($95 million). 


China is another market in Asia for 
Ontario goods and an increasingly impor- 
tant one. Ontario’s exports to China 
in 1984 were worth $69 million. Sales 
to the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations totalled $219 million in value. 


Precious metals, plastic products, 
telecommunications equipment, nickel, 


office machinery, meat products, and 
assembled aircraft figured most promin- 
ently among the many products exported 
by Ontario firms to destinations in 
Asia during 1984. 


South & Central America 


Exports to South & Central America were 
valued at $949 million in 1984, 3 per 
cent lower than the preceding year. 
Ontario’s sales continue to be con- 
strained by the financial and economic 
difficulties facing the region. 


Although these developments have 
affected the expansion of bilateral 
trade, the region remains a significant 
market for Ontario products. 


Ontario’s five top markets in 1984 and 
the value of exports to these nations 
were Mexico ($179 million), Colombia 
($125 million), Venezuela ($119 mil- 
lion), Trinidad & Tobago ($79 million) 
and Argentina ($52 million). 


Exports from Ontario to several coun- 
tries in the region grew substantially 
between 1983 and 1984. Sales to Mexico 
increased by 31 per cent on a year-over- 
-year basis. Ontario’s exports to Cuba 
were worth $25 million in 1984, 30 per 
cent more than in the preceding year. 


Motor vehicles & parts, commercial tele- 
communications equipment, plastic 
materials, steel products and mining 
and petroleum equipment were the most 
important products sold to the region 
by Ontario companies in 1984. 


Despite the softness of sales in some 
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product areas, exports of mining, drill- 
ing and oi] and gas machinery showed 
strength. Exports of these goods were 
valued at $21.3 million in 1984, an 
increase of 31 per cent from the pre- 
ceding year. 


Middle East 


Notwithstanding the continued weakness 
of petroleum markets, Ontario’s sales 
to the Middle East rose substantially 
in value. The value of exports to the 
region amounted to $694 million in 
1984. This was 27 per cent more than 
Ontario’s exports to the Middle East in 
the preceding year. 


Saudi Arabia ($218 million), Turkey 
($104 million), Egypt ($94 million), 
Iran ($87 million) and Kuwait ($46 
million) were Ontario’s leading markets 
in 1984. The value of exports to Iran 
increased particularly sharply, rising 
more than 160 per cent in value between 
1983 and 1984. 


Exports to Ontario’s other major mar- 
kets in the Middle East also rose in 
value. The buoyancy exhibited by 
exports to most countries helped to 
offset the decline experienced by 
Ontario’s exports to the area in 1984. 


Exports of passenger automobiles, which 
constitute Ontario’s leading export, 
rose by 39 per cent to reach $160 mil- 
lion in 1984. Exports of telecommun- 
ications equipment increased by 40 per 
cent to $91 million. 


Expanded sales of railway equipment, 
aircraft & assemblies, and engines & 


turbines also accounted for the rise in 
Ontario’s exports to the Middle East in 
1984. 


Oceania 


Ontario’s exports to Oceania amounted 
to $304 million in 1984, a 31 per cent 
increase from 1983. 


Exports to Australia, Ontario’s leading 
market in the region, amounted to $232 
million, accounting for by far the lar- 
gest share of this total. Shipments to 
New Zealand were worth $68 million. 
Exports to both countries increased 
substantially between 1983 and 1984, 
rising by 44 per cent in the case of 
New Zealand. 

Other road motor vehicles, office 
machinery and equipment, plastics 
materials, aircraft, textile fipres, 
and telecommunications equipment were 
Ontario’s leading exports. Sales of 
these products accounted for over a 
third of the total value of Ontario’s 
shipments to the region in 1984. 


Africa 


Ontario’s export sales to Africa were 
valued at $143 million in 1984, a 13 
per cent drop from the preceding year. 
Nigeria, Algeria and South Africa were 
Ontario’s largest markets, based on the 
value of their 1984 imports. 


Plastics materials, petroleum & mining 
equipment, dried vegetables and office 
machinery were the leading items export- 
ed by Ontario to Africa in 1984. 
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Eastern Europe 


After declining during the early 
1980’s, Ontario’s sales to the Eastern 
European nations posted a strong re- 
covery in 1984. Exports of Ontario 
products were worth $126 million, 
almost double the level of the 
preceding year. 


The Soviet Union retained its position 
as Ontario’s leading market in the 
area. In proportionate terms, the 
largest increase between 1983 and 1984 
occurred in exports to Yugoslavia. 
Ontario’s exports to Yugoslavia amoun- 
ted to $40 million in 1984, 281 per 
cent higher than the preceding year. 


Notor Vehicles.  21rcrath,.. terme 
fibres and telecommunications were the 
most important items exported by 
Ontario to the countries of Eastern 
Europe in 1984. 


C) IMPORTS 


Ontario’s imports amounted to $59.6 
billion in 1984, 31 per cent higher 
than in the year preceding. Underlying 
the increase was the general improve- 
ment in Ontario’s economy. Buoyant 
economic conditions resulted in strong- 
er demand for products from other parts 
of the world as well as from sources in 
Canada. 


Imports from the United States, which 
amounted to $49.7 billion, represented 
84 per cent of Ontario’s purchases from 
abroad in 1984. Ranked in order of 
descending importance, Japan, the 


United Kingdom, and West Germany were 
Ontario’s other leading import 
suppliers, as Chart IX indicates. 


The most rapid increase between 1983 
and 1984 occurred in imports from the 
Central America which increased by 66 
per cent to reach a value of $1 bil- 
lion. Imports from Asia, which ex- 
panded by 40 per cent to attain a level 
of $3.8 billion and purchases from the 
United States, which grew by 33 per 
cent on a year-over-year basis, were 
also substantially higher.

Ontario retained its position as the 
United States’ top-ranked foreign 
customer in 1984. Ontario’s imports 
were over 40 per cent higher than sales 
to Japan, the second leading market for 
American-made goods. 
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The East North Central region accounted 
for the largest component of Ontario’s 
imports from the United States in 
1984. Ontario’s purchases from the 
region amounted to $20.7 billion. This 
represented 42 per cent of the value of 
provincial imports from the United 
States as a whole during the course of 
the year.

Fully manufactured goods continue to 
comprise the most appreciable component 
of Ontario’s purchases from other parts 
of the world. In 1984, fully manufac- 
tured products accounted for over $43 
billion of the $59.6 billion worth of 
goods which Ontario imported.

The most rapid growth in recent years 
has taken place in the importation of 
high technology products. The value of 
high technology products imported into 
Ontario virtually doubled between 1979 
and 1984, rising from $7.4 billion to 
$14.3 billion.
